No other Application of a similar nature appears to have been made through the Chief Secretary’s Department during the 
present year; but a Return from the Lieutenant-general Commanding in Ireland is anne.xed, showing the different Military 
Parties furnished in aid of the Civil Power since the ist of January 1839.
